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33rd Annual Council Session 
Marked By Unusual Giving 


Over $20,000 Pledged in Stockton Meeting 
To Help Finance School Building Program 


The last two days in January and the 
first two days in February were spent 
in doing business for our Council fel- 
lowship. On those days the 33rd annual 
Council meeting of this District met for 
its 1951 session as guests of the City of 
Stockton, in its beautiful Civic Audi- 
torium. The session was. characterized 
by a manifestation of general unanim- 
itv. Naturally in a gathering of this kind, 
for the purpose of making decisions on 
matters of policy and practice, there are 
bound to be differences of viewpoints. 
But with the oil of good fellowship and 
good feeling, differences of opinion can 
be harmonized and synchronized into 
smoothly working regulations that fa- 
cilitate and promote the general welfare 
of the work of our Assemblies of God 
movement in our territory. 

Funds Raised For School 

It was not without a feeling of bur- 
den that those whose task it has been, 
and still is, to carry on the District pro- 
gram in Bible school development and 
home missions progress went to the 
meeting faced with the need for fi- 
nancial relief from the pressure that had 
unavoidably been incurred. But there 
was also the backdrop of. expectation 
that somehow the Lord would under- 
take and that surely the fellowship, 
once realizing the need, would rally to 
the cause. 

And so it was. Before the meeting 
was over, more than $20,000 in pledges 
was raised, some paid at once—the rest 
within 30, 60, or 90 days. Those who 
were present will not soon forget the 
Thursday afternoon offering, which was 
not pressed from the leadership nor ca- 
joled by the platform, but was leisurely 
and good-naturedly entered into by 
practically everyone after time to pray 
and think the matter over. The school, 
as it is thought of in its present loca- 
tion, last Council meeting, a vear ago, 
was nonexistent. Now it stands a monu- 
ment to faith and co-operation. Faith 
in God and the fellowship, and co-op- 
eration of those who have done what 
they could in giving and skill to bring 
into being the new home for Glad Tid- 
ings Bible Institute in the wooded hills 
of Bethany Park. 

Leaders Re-Elected 

It was a real joy to all that Brother 
Gaston consented to reconsider his de- 
cision to retire from office at the ex- 
piration of this present term. When the 
Council session began, none knew that 
he could be so persuaded. But on the 
request of many he acquiesced to letting 
the fellowship decide at the time of 
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voting whether or not he should con- 
tinue to serve. This decision was hap- 
pily received. and when the nomination 
ballot was cast, Brother Gaston had 
received over seven-eights of the votes 
cast, the other eighth being scattered 
over a number of names. So the nomina- 
tion ballot was declared an election, to 
the pleasure of all present. Everyone 
was glad to hear that Brother Gaston’s 
health has improved sufficiently in re- 
cent months to permit him to reverse 
his decision of a year ago. 

The casting of the nomination ballot 
was all that was needed for the office 
of Secretary-Treasurer. Brother Thur- 
mond received an overwhelming ma- 
jority, the rest being scattered among 
a large number of other names. So in 
his case, too, the nomination ballot was 
counted and constituted an election. 
The fellowship was glad to have him 
too returned to the post he has capably 
filled through the years 
New Full-Time Office Created 

Because of the multiplied activities 
and demands of the District business 
and over such a wide territory, it was 
voted to make the office of Assistant 
Superintendent a_ full-time position. 
Brother Kenneth M. Haystead, pastor of 
Bethel Church in Hayward, was elected 
to this post and will assume his new 
duties the first of April. It was also 
voted that the duties of Assistant Su- 
perintendent would include being busi- 
ness manager of the Dystrict camp- 
ground and of Glad Tidings Bible In- 
stitute, being responsible for the pur- 
chasing of supplies and the mainten- 
ance of the physical assets of the camp 
and school. Originally from Sacramento, 
where he grew up, Brother Haystead 
served in the ministry in the eastern 
part of the United States and Canada, 
having been pastor in Ottawa for some 
time prior to returning to the States 
and to his home District a little more 
than a vear ago. 

Raise Price of Glad Tidings 

The District has been subsidizing the 
District magazine for many years, and 
has done so because of its worth in 
keeping the fellowship informed of gen- 
eral and localized news and develop- 
ments, feeling it is a unifying influence 
as we all keep apovrised of what is 
going on elsewhere in our District. But 
with the heavy school costs, it was felt 
that the magazine should be made to 
pay its way. So the Council, which is 
the actual publisher, voted to raise the 
subscription price to $1.50 a year. In- 
dividual copies sell for 10 cents each. 


New Committees 


There will a committee to revise and — 


clarify the District constitution and by-'99 
laws and to present the result of its — 
work to the next Council session for — 
Another — 


consideration and _ adoption. 
committee is to draft a constitution and 
bylaws for Glad Tidings Bible Institute. 
Still another committee is to be appoint- 
ed to analyze our financial situation, 
to recommend needed changes, and to 
formulate a budget. 


Church Participation 


It was voted that the Superintendent, 
before the next Council meeting, should 


—< 


suggest to the churches that they send — 


a delegate other than the pastor’s wife — 
to the District Council. It is believed — 


that this would spread the interest in 


District affairs more widely through the | 


local assemblies. It was also voted that 


next year there be considered a change — 


in the constitution so that each affiliated 
church should have two delegates (in- 


stead of one) so that laymen would a 


have more representation in the business 
conventions. To provide a steady flow 
ot financial support for the school and 
in a way that would not seem burden- 


some, a resolution was adopted to rec- 


ommend to the churches that they each 
raise 25c per member per month for 


the school. Of course this is only a pat- 


tern for regular giving to the cause. 
The Council cannot legislate for the 
loca] church. 


Ministers Expected to Help More 


The Council adopted a resolution to 
ask all ministers who are members of 
this District to send 
of their tithes or the equivalent to Dis- 
trict support. If this is faithfully. ob- 
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served by all members, the added rey- 
enue will help materially in meeting the 
needs of the expanded development 
program. 

To Serve Again 


Time ran very short so that there was 
not time to get all the things done that 
ure customary and needful. 

After election of the General Presby- 
ters—which returned Brother L. R. 
Keys and Brother C. E. Persing to of- 
fice for another year, there was no time 
for further elections. Ballots were cast 
for the District Presbyters, with the 
agreement that a majority vote should 
be an election and the results would 
be posted at the ordination service. 
(The results appear on page 6.) It was 
voted to cast a white ballot for the of- 
fices of Sunday School Representative 


for the Women’s Missionary Council 


officers. This action returned Brother 
L. W. Suter to the office of District 


Sunday School leader, and Sister R. 


J. Thurmond and Sister Marion Minogue 
to W. M. C. director and _ secretary- 
treasurer respectively. 


Thirty Ordained 


As 47 newly licensed ministers and 
J1 who had been granted Christian 
worker certificates stood in front of the 
platform, 30 candidates, including five 
women, were ordained to the ministry 
of the General Council of the Assem- 
blies of God, as members of the Dis- 
trict officiary and presbytery laid hands 
on each one, invoking God’s special 
blessing and anointing on these who 
have had at least two years of active 
acceptable service as licensed ministers. 
Those who had been standing on the 
platform, who had been newly granted 
were prayed over as a group, and al! 
were bidden Godspeed as they take up 
the torch of Spirit-anointed gospel 
service wherever our Lord shall lead. 
- Brother Watson Argue, pastor of Cal- 
vary Temple, Seattle, and whose good 
ministrv was enjoyed each night of the 
convention, brought the ordination mes- 
sage. Brother L. R. Keys, who served 
as chairman of the credentials com- 
mittee, read the charge to the candi- 
dates. It would be unusual indeed to 
sit through such a service without being 
deeply moved and personally challenged 
to serve the Christ who did so much 
for us.

(An abridged form of the pastoral mes- 
sage delivered by the Superintendent to 
the District Council in session in the 
Civic Auditorium, Stockton. ) 


On the Capitol grounds at Sacramento, 
one may read in letters of marble “Give 
us men to match our mountains.” This 


lofty sentiment gives a lift to the mind 
and heart that is blessed with a keen 
sense of imagination. Perhaps a_ better 
inscription lacking in beauty, but in 
keeping with the stark realities of the 
times, would be “Give us men to match 
our problems.” In this “time of the end” 
in which we find ourselves mankind is 
beset with problems. In this brief mes- 
sage we must confine ourselves to our 
own field—the Christian ministry. The 
minister of Christ is a specialist in the 
truest sense of the word. He is not expect- 
ed to know everything or to stretch his 
limited capacity in every direction, but 
to stick to his specialty. 


Ministers Should be Men of Vision 


It is still true that “where there is no 
vision the people perish.” Vision in the 
Scriptural sense is something far dif- 
ferent from the broadened perceptions 
that come to cultured princes of this 
world through natural channels. By na- 
ture we are all like the man that was 
born blind, and if we are ever to know 
the things that are spiritual and eternal 
we must have our eyes open by a miracle 
from God. Heavenly eye salve is promised 
to all those without or with poor vision, 
and it is encouraging to know that we 
may have more than one application. The 
Christian world should evidence more 
concern for the full anointed vision that 
is our heritage. Paul prayed for the saints 
in Ephesus that they might have “the 
spirit of wisdom and revelation” in the 
knowledge of Him. Such knowledge is 
humbling and transforming in its effect. 

Job was a good man and could talk 
convincingly in defense of his integrity 
and his religion, but a revelation of his 
Lord caused him to exclaim. “Now mine 
eyes seeth thee. Wherefore I abhor my- 
self, and repent in dust and ashes.” 

A new and wonderful vision of the ex- 
alted glory of God caused Isaiah, the 
prince of Old Testament prophets, to 
exclaim, “I am undone.” And in the next 
breeth—“EHere am I, send me.” 

The cultured Saul of Tarsus, blinded 
by the light from heaven, was so trans- 
formed that from that moment he saw 
everything in the light of that vision. He 
was forever through with emptv form. He 
saw all men—Jews and Gentiles—under 
sin. There was no difference. O for a 
fresh revelation of our glorious Saviour 
th ¢ will send us to the ends of the earth 
preaching the unsearchable riches of 
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Christ in the power and demonstration of 
the Holy Spirit. 


Men of Compassion 


The minister of Christ should be a 
man capable of great compassion. It is 
ret enoucth to sec—he must feel. It was 
said of the Chief Shepherd that when 
He saw the multitude “He was moved 
with compassion.” God pity the flock 
whose shepherd has lost that deep-down 
sympathetic touch, who no longer shares 
the tender compassion of the great lover 
of souls, for a lost world in general and 
his own flock in particular. This revival 
movement should stand guard against 
the sinister encroachment of profession- 
alism in the ministry. Its approach is al- 
ways cultured and appealing, but the 
effects are deadly. 


Men of The Book 


Down through the Christian era Chris- 
tian leaders of great spiritual stature 
have been men of the Bible. It is indeed 
strange that so many get off the beam at 
this point. We should follow the example 
of Philin. who preached Christ to the 
people. There is a crying need in our 
day for a great army of such preachers. 
We should heed the fatherly advice of 
Paul to his son Timothy—“Preach the 
Word”. The world is full of books, but 
only one Book is worthy of a place on the 
sacred desk of the minister of Christ. 


Men of Courage and Faith 


Only men of courageous faith will be 
able to meet the challenge of the hour. 
The men who laid the foundations of the 
church were men of faith and courage. 
They were sold out to God. They left 
all thought of personal security in this 
world to men of a later age. It was theirs 
to spend and be spent for Christ. They 
were happier in jail than the modern re- 
ligious potentate surrounded with scenes 
of regal splendor. 

Weak men are always greatly con- 
cerned for a strong organization. They 
want some visible thing on which to lean, 
because they have little faith or initiative. 
I wonder if God is not about finished 
with great ecclesiastical machinery that 
has cluttered up the path of true spiritual 
progress through the age. Surely we can 
all agree that God does not anoint church 
machinery—He anoirts men, Jt was tho 
mighty baptism in the Holy Spirit that 
made a place for us in a world swarming 
with religious devotees. Only the divine 
onointing can enable us to keen and en- 
large this place and fulfill our ministry.

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Annual Report of 
Superintendent 


(Given at the District Council session) 

Fellow ministers of Christ, delegates 
from assemblies, and visiting friends: 

I pause a moment to express most 
cordial greetings to all in attendance at 
this our 33rd annual District Council. I 
sincerely hope that your presence here 
will prove a blessing, and that you will 
each be better and stronger and the ties 
of fellowship sweeter and more satisfy- 
ing as you take your leave from a con- 
vention made memorable by the presence 
of God. 

The days that are upon us are perilous. 
The world system is off balance and 
plagued with frustration and insecurity. 
Our times seem to fit perfectly into our 
Lord's picture of the end period—“distress 
of nations, with perplexity.” If this is 
that, then this will continue until the 
curtain falls upon the period of man’s 
misrule. Before proceeding further, I wish 
to call upon this great assembly to pray 
for the President, for the Congress, and 
for a disunited United Nations. Pray 
that the restraining, constraining hand 
of God shall be laid upon the present in- 
ternational situation in the interests of 
humanity, morality, and justice; and es- 
pecially for the brave boys struggling in 
the snows of a strange land. 

Looking back to the year that is now 
history, there is genuine cause for united 
praise to our heavenly Father for prog- 
ress in all directions and in all our co- 
operative endeavors. With few exceptions 
churches are healthy and progressive: 
erecting new places of worship, new and 
larger facilities for children and youth; 
engaging in face-lifting operations on 
old sanctuaries; and launching small 
beginnings in new and hard fields. These 
and many other things that could be 
mentioned are conclusive evidence to 
me that our great revival movement has 
lost neither its militant vision nor the 
driving force to carry on agressive war- 
fare against the kingdom of darkness. 
Living things do not begin to die until 
they stop growing. 

Looking deeper for evidence of pro- 
gress, I believe that I sense a wholesome 
dissatisfaction with the past, new impet- 
us to reach the unreached—to evangelize, 
to travel further and faster in consecrat- 
ed efforts to save the lost and build the 
spiritual kingdom of our Lord. Could 
this conference find the time to hear di- 
rectly from the field, our hearts would 
be encouraged by the good news of 
Pentecostal visitations in many places. 
Blessed be God forever! I know of no 
arm of District activities that has not 
been strengthened and blessed in_ its 
own sphere of service, but in order to 
conserve time and avoid duplication I 
shall refrain from direct comment and 
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The District 


come at once to what I believe to be the 
chief concern of this body at this time. 


This District has manifested unusual 
courage during the past three years. 
First, in undertaking to build new camp 
meeting facilities. This was done on a 
scale that in years to come will continue 
to speak of the vision and strength of 
purpose of this District Council. Second, 
when necessity arose, and before the 
first project was out of the woods, this 
relatively small fellowship decided te 
build and equip a new Bible Institute, 
and to do the job in a period of months. 
This, I am convinced, was a greater task 
toban was understood by the enthusias- 
tic Council session that charted the 
course and blew the starting whistle 
during the very last days of last January. 
Some, after helping to push the little 
boat into the water, forgot to put in 
any ballast to keep it on an even keel, 
or steam in the boiler to bring her safe- 
Jv in to port. Anyway, in some way she 
limped into harbor on time with only 
a few essential parts missing. 

Although we still need much in the 
way of furnishings, we now have not 
the largest but the best and most com- 
fortable Bible school facilities situated 
i the most pleasant surroundings of 
any school in the West. The entire lay- 
out is a credit to our movement and 
will be appreciated by all our people 
as they come to see and understand 
the magnitude of the project so bravely 
undertaken a few short months ago. 


The entire cost of the project stands 
now at $141,700. This includes the dor- 
mitory building, laundry and_ office 
space, chapel and classrooms, 18 cabin 
rooms, extensive improvements to the 
dining hall, and some inside furnishings. 

A little more than $44,000 was sent 
in through the year, including $2,367 
from the C. A.’s. To this was added 
a former contribution of $3,470 from 
the G. T. veterans’ organization, bring- 
ing the total direct offerings for the 
new school to $47,496. Since there has 
been nothing in our past to condition 
us for anything like this, I think we 
should pause and offer great praise 
to God, and then perhaps congratulate 
ourselves a little for having done so 
well. When to the above sum was added 
the sale price of the District parson- 
age, plus all available funds that could 
be scraped together from every possible 
source, it was found necessary to in- 
crease our bank loan to the tune of 

$31,000. This leaves us with an over-all

indebtedness on camp and_ school of 
$131,000. When we consider that we 
have holdings here that would prob- 
ably be appraised at around a half mil- 
lion dollars, I think the District can 
congratulate itself on getting such an 
equity here in such a short time. 

Brother E. O. Robeck, our superin- 
tendent of construction, and Brother 
H. W. Moe, his chief associate, were 
of great service to the fellowship in 
helping us to get so much for so little. 
Many others deserve favorable mention, 
but time and space will not permit. 

Our chief asset in this Glad Tidings 
Bible Institute is the good faculty and 
student body under the leadership of 
Rev. Willard C. Peirce, the vice-presi- 
dent and dean of education. I take this 
opportunity to commend this school in 
all its parts to your confidence and to 
your prayerful and sympathetic inter- 
ESU. 

The Bible Institute has been of late, 
and still is, our chief burden as a Dis- 
trict. Therefore I think it proper to 
spend more time with you as we look 
together toward the future. Since our 
country launched its large-scale emer- 
gency rearmament program, it has been 
apparent that most of our young men 
who under normal conditions would 
find their way into Bible schools will 
be drafted into the armed services. This 
will seriously affect all training schools. 
Under such circumstances, may I urge 
the good people who have so nobly 
carried forward this work of faith to 
stand by in prayer and in whatever 
measures of practical helpfulness that 
may be agreed upon by this District 
Council. 

We are now at the point where we 
should take counsel together and evolve 
some long-term program that will pay 
off our District obligations and subsi- 
dize the school through its period of 
adolescence. We must pay at least 
$1.000 a month plus interest on our 
bank note. But we can do much more 


and do it with ease if and when we can 
put together some magic formula that 
will move us to concerted action. Per- 
haps we should employ various methods 
to arrive at the goal. A few suggestions 
from the chair may serve to provoke 
thought and discussion, and this we 
trust will crystallize into just the proper 
blueprint to assure that measure of co- 
operation that the emergency calls for, 


First, perhaps the ministers of our 
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Orville Painter, North San Joaquin; and 


fellowship will be happy to increase the 
percentage of their tithes to the District 
from the recommended one half to 
three fourths. This is now the program 
of many of our sister Districts, and if 
this should be adopted and adhered to 
faithfully, it would help materially 
through this period when maximum 
support seems so urgent. 

Second, we should have a plan that 
will bring all our saints into active un- 
derstanding participation in all matters 
which are clearly and essentially the 
concern of the general fellowship. This 
is done by all the older church com- 
munions and is long overdue in our 
fast-growing fellowship. Our brethren 
are already talking about this. Some 
two or three have suggested to me 
that this Council consider recommend- 
ing that each church group set aside 
during the year the sum of one dollar

per member in the Sunday school at- 
tendance to be applied to the retire- 
ment of the debt on our District prop- 
erties (since we own the property, this 
money would be used to pay our own 
debts). Should some such plan _ be 
agreed upon and religiously carried 
through, this could prove the easy an- 
swer to the problem. 

Third, others who have given thought 
to this matter have come up with an 
idea that churches would prefer to al- 
locate a certain per cent of the local 
budget; this to be done year by year 
without fuss or fanfare and without the 
necéssity for appeals. 

Fourth, still others believe that one 
clear-cut appeal each year for a liberal 
free-will offering would get the neces- 
sary funds and that most assemblies

Annual Report 


Our ministerial list shows 733 on the 
records at the close of the year. This 
list is comprised of 418 ordained, 263 li- 
censed, and 52 with Christian Worker 
papers. There are also 52 missionaries 
who have gone to the field from this 
District. During the year we transferred 
4] to other Districts, and we received 
53 by transfer from other Districts. G. 
R. Maloney, Watson T. Moore, Ray- 
mond E. Osborn, and Hazel MacLeod 
withdrew. Brother M. V. Contreras was 
granted reinstatement. Lynn D. Kanaga, 
Louise Harland, and L E. Cruncleton 
r-cognition by license or certificate, 
were granted licenses by the presby- 
tery, and several of the 1950 graduating 
class of Glad Tidings Bible Institute 
credentials committee. Nine have been 
called home to glory since last District 
Council. Seven of these were ministers: 
Omev H. Carrell, W. O. McKim, T. E. 
\Yoods. Hedvig Hansen, Nels Olsen, 
A E. Osborn, and Nettie Clark. The 
other two were Cora M. Surface, wife 
of Ira Surface, who proceeded her some 
vears previously: and Brother Pear] 
Black, husband of Anna Black, formerly 
of Ely, Nevada. All of these, except 
Brother Carrell, were members of min- 
isters Benevolent Fund. 


Our records also show 184 affiliated 
churches and 67 associated churches, 
making a total of 251. 


The year has been full of activity, 
much of it in connection with the Glad 
Tidings Bible Institute’s being moved 
and the building program, along with 
the campground and camp meeting pro- 
grams and general District office work. 


A special trip was made to Springfield 
in connection with the Pension Com- 
mittee work and as District missionary 
representative to a special missionary 
conference for District representatives. 
I also attended the General Presbytery” 
meeting in September in connection with 
some Pension Committee work. Inas- 
much as we were under such a heavy 
financial strain, Brother Keys and Brother 
Persing decided not to go. 

The District Presbytery met four times 
during the last District Council in Oak- 
land, January 28, 24, 26 and 27, 1950; at 
the quarterly meeting April 12 in San 
Francisco; at a specially called meeting 
on June 8 in San Francisco; and again at 
the campground on July 5. The last 
quarterly meeting was held at the camp- 
ground on October 27, 1950. 


The Campground Committee met 
April 26 and May 23 at the camp, and 
also met on February 23 and April 1 
with the Glad Tidings Bible Institute 
Promotion Committee at the camp. 


The Glad Tidings Bible Institute exec- 
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ulive board met on March | and on Sep- 
tember 19, 1950. 

The Home Missions Committee met 
during the District Council in Oakland. 
A special Credentials Committee met 
June 6 with the graduating students who 
were asking for license. The special Re- 
organization or Revision Committee met 
in Sacramento on September 28 and 29. 

Brother Gaston and I have met with 
the C.A. Counsellors and with those in 
charge of the Bible Institute on several 
occasions, and with the Sunday School 
Committee. There have been many con- 
ferences in connection with the building 
of the new Glad Tidings Bible Institute 
and the move to the campground. 

Most of these meetings are a matter 
of record. We find good comes of con- 
sultation and counsel even though the 
problems cannot always be solved or 
settled at once. Thank the Lord for this 
biessed Council fellowship. 

It is always of interest to know of im- 
proved co-operation; so I might add that 
the ministerial tithe increased $1974.80 
over the preceding year. The discussion 
on the floor at the last District Council 
paid to this extent. Thank the Lord and 
all of you who faithfully back the work 
of this great District. The burden is 
heavy; our responsibilities are great; the 
opportunities for improvements and ad- 
vancement of the District work through 
the Bible school and by home missions 
are unlimited. 

Due to your voting to move the school 
to the Santa Cruz campground, and on 
authority from the District presbytery, 
we have had to borrow large sums of 
money. We are obligated to pay $1220 a 
month to the bank, besides several hun- 
dred dollars more a month for interest 
on other loans. We need a minimum of 
$1600 per month above our regular ex- 
“penses to meet these payments. There 
is also the operational cost of the schooi, 


which has a deficit each year due to

would like this approach best. 

Of course, we are mindful that this 
is not a legislative body. All we can do 
is discuss these matters and make rec- 
ommendations. But our people at home 
are just as good and just as consecrated 
as the folks who are here, and should 


we agree here on certain proceedures, 
‘there is every probability that our fel- 
low Christians at home will fall in line 
when the plan and purpose are clearly 
presented to them. Let us hope that 
our deliberations here will issue in an 
agreement that will carry sufficient con- 
viction to insure that the program will 
not be pigeon-holed when we get back 
on the field. No future year need be 
half so tough as this one, and our whole 
difficulty this year stemmed from the 
fact that many of our otherwise good 
people did nothing but agree to what 
the others were doing. My friends, these 
things ought not to be. 


Since I am asking to be released from 
further official responsibility, no one 
should mistake the selfless quality of 
“my motive when I appeal for consistent 
consideration from our ministry and 
our co-operating assemblies for those 
who serve you in the District office. 
It is true that the burden must rest 
heavy there, but unless this is shared 
generally, we shall fail utterly in the 
task we have marked out for ourselves. 
Brethren, I believe in you. I feel as- 
sured that you will carry forward with 
increased momentum the good work 
thus far so nobly advanced. It will re- 
quire self-discipline to plod along after 
the enthusiasm of the first forward 
thrust has waned. We can expect that 
-“handsful on purpose” will be dropped 
for those who continue to glean even 
‘the thin patches and difficult corners. 
There are prospects and great perils 
ahead of us. The future may hold in its 
grasp opportunities far beyond any- 
thing we have known as a movement. 
On the other hand, the future could 
witness a decline in the spiritual content 
of our contribution and the gradual in- 
filtration of purpose and ideals that 
smack of the decadence of the times. 
Whether we go forward to greater things 
in the Spirit or drift toward religious 
activities more pleasing to the flesh will 
depend upon us. May we ever be num- 
bered with those who worship God in 
the Spirit and rejoice in Christ Jesus 
and have no confidence in the flesh. 
This great movement was organized to 
resist formal trends in religion and give 
emphasis to a full Pentecostal testimony 
for our times. Shall we not here highly 
‘resolve to keep the flame. 
I sincerely believe that the early de-

isters and sovereign churches and thus 
co-ordinate our efforts in the cause of 
world evangelization was in the order 
of God. I think we should cling to 
those values that have come to us 
through this organic union and loyally 
defend those principles of brotherhood 
and co-operative service upon which 
our fellowship is based. 


I am concerned, however, for the 
deeper aspects of this Pentecostal co- 
operative fellowship that we are en- 
deavoring to foster and conserve.

Only the 
barest and most simple form is essential 
to a movement that is being moved by 
the Spirit. 

Finally, brethren, suffer a word of 
appreciation for the honor and _ kind- 
ness bestowed upon me through the 
years in which I have endeavored to 
serve the interest of the fellowship. The 
work has. not been easy, neither has 
it been too hard. Most of it has been 
pleasant and enjoyable. My warmest 
thanks for all your kindness.

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TRACTS 


Have you ever noticed the activities 
of various political parties during the 
few days prior to, and on, election day? 

Here in our city they just recently held 
the primary elections. As I drove by one 
of our schools, which is a polling place, 
I noticed a number of men standing 
along the sidewalk. What do you think 
they were doing? Each of them had a 
handful of literature. As folk walked 
along, these men would offer them liter- 
ature which encouraged potential voters 
to cast their ballots for Mr. Joe Dilly who 
promised . . . well, you know all tho 
claims and promises which are made at 
such times. 

What these men were doing is quite 
similar to a form of missionary work with 
which many of us are familiar. You know, 
we don’t have to be in Africa to be mis- 
sionaries. The distribution of tracts can 
be a ministry which will be the means of 
many being won, to Christ. In this year 
of “CHRIST FOR ALL” evangelism, your 
group might well include such a plan in 
vour local projects. 

One of your C.A.’s handing a tract to 
someone may open an opportunity for 
him to witness to the saving knowledge 
of Christ. Perhaps you have only recently 
heard some C.A. remark that he would 
do more for the Lord if only he had the 
opportunity. This is it! Not just an op- 
portunity to witness, but to win. 

There are many ways in which tracts 
may be distributed. Of course, the per- 
sonal touch is the most desirable, since 
it also affords the worker the chance to 
speak a word of help or encouragement. 
It has not been found difficult to secure 
permission to place tract racks in bus and 
train, depots. One important thing in con- 
nection with sponsoring a rack is to re- 
member to keep it well maintained. 
Check it dailv if vossible. 

“Tract bombs” have been very effec- 
tively used. Selected tracts are wrapped 
in attractively colored cellophane and 
may be tossed from an auto as it passes 
through a town, or by a farm house. 
When your C.A.’s go to the next section- 
al rally you might want to distribute 
tracts in this way. 

It is very possible that some C.A.’s 
might be able to distribute tracts right 
at their work. This would be easy for 
the newsboys, the door-to-door sales- 
man, and others. ; 

But this is enough about how to dis- 
tribute tracts. I want to tell you of the 
value of tracts and their power to work 
for the Lord. 

A young gambler from the city of Chi- 
cago had lost all his worldly goods and 
was on his way to Lake Michigan to take 
his life when someone handed him a 
tract. This tract simply but thoroughly 
explained the way of salvation. The 
young man accepted Christ as his Saviour 
that very night that he had planned to

ervation we can say that the very same 
Spirit that enables you to live a life of 
victory over the enemy of your soul, has 
given the same measure of victory to 
your fellow C.A.’s in Indonesia. I’d like 
to tell you just a little of the recent hap- 
penings on the island of Ambon, which is 
our headquarters for the work in the 
South Moluccas. 


Desiring to establish their own govern- 
ment so as not to be subject to the Re-— 


public of Indonesia, of which Mr. Soe- 
karno is president, the Ambonese pro-

claimed their independence in July of 


last year. Anticipating the possibilities 
of an armed conflict betwen these two 
factions, Mrs. Tinsman and Mrs. Cavan- 
ess, with the children, left Ambon on the 
last boat before Mr. Soekarno imposed 
a blockade. From May until the end of 
September various attempts were made 
to reconcile these parties, but to no avail. 
Finally the Indonesian army, navy and 
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mbassadors

air force had to suppress the Ambonese. 
In their first landing the Indonesian 
forces must have underestimated the 
strength of the Ambonese for they were 
unable to storm the main city on the is- 
land. A month lapsed before reinforce- 
ments were brought from Java, and then 
in November a heavy force of 10,000 
men overwhelmed the “rebels” and the 
south Moluccas were placed under a 
temporary military setup. Mr. Cavaness 
and I were evacuated by the victors, and 
after an eight-month separation are fin- 
ally back with our families. 


This lengthy explanation is just by way 
of saying that the C.A.’s of Ambon are 
absolutely destitute of material things. 
In the war their clothing was either stol- 
en, taken by force, or destroyed in the 
fighting. One of the men from our church 
was taken out and shot when clothing 
and ammunition of the Ambonese sol- 
diery was found in his home. Three of 
his daughters are C A.’s, and the resnonsi- 
bility of caring for the rest of the family 
will fall on their shoulders. All they had 
when I left in November was the clothing 
they were wearing, and this same con- 
dition is true of the bulk of the popula- 
tion, which, of course, includes our own 
precious Pentecostal people. But know 
this, that proportionately their measure 
of faith and victory in the Lord far ex- 
ceeds the extent of their distress. 


The Word of God tells us that perfect 
Jove casteth out fear. What kind of love? 
The kind of love that has its foundation 
on the atoning blood of Jesus, made real 
through daily ministration of the Spirit. 
What kind of fear is ejected and defeated 
by this kind of love? Fear of famine, and 
bullets, and satanic power, and distress 
which finds its imnetus in the loss of 
all material belongings. It was a fearful 
thing for those three CA girls to see their 
father taken off to be shot, but God’s 
perfect love, as manifested to this world 
when His Son hung on Calvary’s cross, 
mellowed their heart’s and caused them 
to humbly ask the Giver of every good 
and perfect gift to sustain them. The 
heavier the battle. the oreater the victory.

Annual Report of the Representative 


Given at Council Meeting 


The year 1950 has been one of the 
busiest years of our ministry. There is 
much to be done and the words of the 
Master keep ringing in our ears, “The 
night cometh, when no man can work.” 

I have traveled almost 26,000 miles in 
the interest of the Sunday school work of 
our District and have ministered in ap- 
proximately 50 of our churches. Several 
thousand pieces of mail have gone out 
from our office. This has necessitated a 
lot of office work in addition to our field 
ministry. 

Sister Suter has been a real help to 
the work, not only in the office but also 
she prepared the workbooks for our boys 
and girls camps. She was in charge of the 
junior church at camp meeting, was pro- 
gram director for the girls camp, and 
has conducted teacher training courses 
for several of our churches. 

I wish to express my appreciation for 
the work of the advisory committee, 
which was given to the Sunday School 
Department at the last District Council. 
This committee has been of real value 
to our District program. 

Boys and Girls Camps 

Our boys and girls camps were a real 
blessing this year. We had 257 boys and 
girls registered. Over 20 received the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit, and over 30 
were saved. One night of the girls camp 
was one of the most outstanding services 
that I have ever witnessed. The pres- 
ence of the Lord was wonderful and girls 
were praying all over the prayer room. 
Every few minutes someone would pray 
through to a glorious infilling of the Holy 
Spirit and start speaking in other tongues 
as the Spirit gave utterance. At least 10 
or 12 received the baptism that night. 

We are planning to change our camp 
setup this coming year and will have a 
Junior Camp of boys and girls whose 
ages will be 9 through 11. The following 
week we will have a Teen Camp of boys 
and girls, ages 12 through 14. We feel 
that we will be able to do much more for 
them by having all campers nearer the 
same age. 

Sunday School Convention 

Northern California and Nevada’s first 
District Sunday School convention was 
held in Sacramento, October 3, 4, 5. 
Paul Copeland of Springfield, Missouri, 
and William Suter of Houston, Texas 
were our special speakers. The evening 
services were especially blessed and 
Brother Paul Copeland, who was the 
evening speaker, was used of the Lord to 
stir the hearts of the congregation and 
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to challenge all of us to do greater things 
this coming year. 

The workshops of the convention were 
of tremendous value, since it was in 
these sessions that we dealt with the 
“HOW” of Sunday school work. The 
one feature that seemingly was enjoyed 
to the utmost was the panel discussion. 
Questions were handed in by the congre- 
gation and the members of the panel 
answered them. Reports are still coming 
in telling of the blessing, inspiration, and 
help of the convention to our local 
schools. 

Plans have been made for another 
district-wide convention to be held in 
the Full Gospel Temple in Richmond. 
The dates will be October 2, 3, 4. George 
and Billie Davis will be our convention 
speakers. They are our National Sunday 
School Representatives and Sister Davis 
is Associate Editor of the Sunday School 
Counselor. 

Sunday School Reports 


Our annual Sunday school reports have 
been most gratifying. Last yar we receiv- 
ed a total of 166 reports, which was an 
all time high. This year 203 of our schools 
have reported, which means that only 32 
schools did not send in a report. 

The first section to send in a report 
from every .church was the Redwood 
section. The other three sections that 
completed their reports were the Nevada, 
Diablo, and North San Joaquin. The 
Lake-Mendocino, Shasta, and Lassen- 
Plumas sections lacked only one church 
in each of their sections to complete their 
reports. 

Twenty of our schools received the 
Gold Crown rating, 22 were Silver Crown 
schools, 60 were Blue Crown schools, 
and 101 were co-operative schools. For 
the first time over 50 per cent of our 
schools received a grade of 70 per cent 
or more. 

In checking the reports we find that 
a total of 911 Workers Conferences were 
held during the past year. 

Sixty-two of our schools conducted 
training courses for their staffs. A total 
of 962 certificates were issued, which 
is 187 more than we issued last year. 

The reports also state a total of 2,718 
souls have been saved through the work 
of our Sunday schools during this past 
year. 

The 203 reports show an enrollment 
of 23,643, which would give us an ap- 
proximate enrollment of 27,371 for all 
of our schools. This is an increase of 
2,109 members over last year. 


The average attendance for the schools 


that reported was 18,186. The increase in — 


average attendance for the year is 1,656, 
which is an increase of 10 per cent over 
last year’s attendance. 

And 140 of our schools had a Cradle 


Roll Department with a total enrollment — 


Of 2.458; 
A6 schools had an Extension Depart- 
ment, which was formerly called the 


Home Department, with an enrollment — 


of 434. 
Our hearts are made to rejoice as we 


Jook at the over-all picture of the Sun- — 


day school work in our District. Many 
are determined to press the battle and do 
even greater things for Him this coming 
year. May the Lord help us to renew our 


strength so that we may redeem the ~ | 


time, for the fields are white already un- 
to harvest.

ON RAINY SUNDAYS

I attend church on rainy Sundays 
because:

Human Brain Waves Broadcast 


Human brain waves, giving tell-tale 
tractings of normal, abnormal, puzzled 
or carefree brains, are broadcast by a 
tiny portable radio station which was 
described recently. The waves come 
from electrical activity in the brain. 
They are recorded on a radar-type 
screen in another room, or in a_build- 
ing, if the brain broadcast is coming 
from a human walking along the street. 

The transmitter also can broadcast 
the electrical activity of the beating 
heart, the pulse rate, or neuro-electrical 
signals from muscles. 


Use of Marijuana by Young 

Marijuana, the weed of illicit dreams, 
the weed that launches countless youths 
on the road to crime and ruin, is reach- 
ing out for more and more younger 
boys and girls, Hollywood juvenile di- 
vision officers revealed. 

“We are disturbed by reports indi- 
cating greatly increased use of mari- 
juana, particularly in the high school 
age bracket.” 

Figures released by juvenile author- 
ities bear him out. From a low of two 
juvenile narcotics arrests in 1942, the 
figures jumped to a tragic high of 174 
in 1948. Then, after a marked slump 
in 1949 at a time when all arrests de- 
clined, the upward trend resumed until 
by the end of November last year ar- 
rests had increased 46% over 1949. 

Why do kids tumble into this deadly 
thrill game? 

“These youngsters,” Juvenile Sgt. Lou 
Bell said, “are looking for thrills and 
there seems to be coupled with this a 
steady increase in the attitude of doing 
something that provides a thrill and 
violates the law.” 

Iran’s Fears 

As one hears Middle East news re- 
ports, day by day, the prophecies of 
Ezekiel 38 and 39 seem to fit perfectly 
what commentators are saying about 
the fears of a Russian drive for the 
resources of Iran and Palestine. Iran is 
a little desert nation of 15,000,000 peo- 
ple, yet it is constantly in fear of a blitz 
campaign from the north to seize the 
oil of the Persian Gulf as preliminary 
to a campaign in Western Europe. 

The Persian Gulf area, Iraq and Iran, 
contain nearly 50% of the proved pe- 
troleum reserves of the world. Experts 
estimate that 70,000,000,000. barrels of 
oil are located and being exploited. 

Of this total, the Persian Gulf region 
counts 32,000,000,000. South America 
follows with 9,000,000,000, Russia comes 
after with 6,000,000,000. The balance is 
in Europe and the Far East. 
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New Weapon Could Kill Everyone 


New weapon “could kill everyone,” 
says Dr. Brock Chisholm of Canada, 
director of the World Health Organiza- 
tion, addressing a peace conference in 
Switzerland, said. A new bacteriological 
weapon—seven ounces of which could 
“kill everyone in the world” has dis- 
placed the atom bomb as the world’s 
most destructive weapon. 

Nevada Tests Completed 

A good deal of publicity was given 
to the recent atom testing in Nevada. 
According to the Sacramento Union, the 
purpose of these tests was to test atom 
explosives for the entire range of war 
weapons. Success would mean a new 
line of weapons to substitute gradually 
for ordinary explosives. 

The goal appears to be a variety of 
weapons smaller, more compact, lighter 
in weight, and more easily delivered. 
Not only bombs which can be delivered 
by many rather than just by a few types 
of planes, but warheads delivered by 
many other methods for many other 
purposes, 


Military men and scientific advisers 
state that an atomic bomb could do 
greater total damage if the same power 
could be divided into smaller separate 
explosions to spread over a wider area. 
No doubt, they are endeavoring to de- 
velop small compact A-bombs that can 


be carried in smaller high speed planes. 

No doubt, they are endeavoring to 
test or develop atom bombs that can 
be used in artillery shells and guided 
missiles. 

Professor Harold Urey, one of the 
nation’s greatest physicists, has sub- 
scribed to the belief that life exists on 
at least 100,000 planets other than our 
own. 

It is illogical, he says, to believe that 
in a universe made up of 1,000,000,000,- 
000,000 solar systems like ours there 
should be only one earth. 

In its present international state, it 
would seem that one earth would be 
enough for any number of solar systems. 
But Professor Urey doesn’t think it 
likely. 

The other “earths,” he says, undoubt- 
edly are inhabited by “beings” with in- 
telligence equal to ours. This doesn't 
hold too much promise for the universe, 
What we need are beings smarter than 
we are. What we want to know from 
Professor Urey and his fellow scientists 
is what kind of “beings” inhabit the 
other earths. Are they human _ beings— 
or do they live at peace? 

Professor Urey has failed to recognize 
that there is another abode which the 
Christian calls heaven, where millions 
are now living; and these beings do 
have greater intelligence and therefore 
have peace, but mainly because they 
have the Prince of Peace and are new 
creatures in Christ. 

The hope of the world is not the in- 
habitants on other planets, but the Christ 
in heaven. 


TV Microscope 


The RCA Corporation has announced 
the development of a new _ television 
microscope. With this new microscope 
it is possible to enlarge the vision fif- 
teen to twenty times. It has other ad- 
vantages, in that, by using color it can 
see detail that was not visible before, 
and also that visibility is better even 
in a weaker light. Mankind can see in- 
to greater depths and greater detail, 
and they still haven’t begun to fathom 
all the marvels of God’s creation.
